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Is skatepark in jeopardy? 

DISTRICT COUNCILLOR ACCUSED OF THROWING SPANNER IN THE WORKS BECAUSE OF PERSONAL GRIEVANCES 


CAMPAIGNERS who believed they were on 
the cusp of delivering a much-awaited 
skatepark in Lyme Regis are now expressing 
concerns that the project could be at risk. 

Many town councillors celebrated earlier this year 
after receiving planning permission for the £150,000 
skatepark in Charmouth Road car park, and said they 
were not anticipating any problems in crossing the 
“last hurdle” of securing a land transfer from West 
Dorset District Council (WDDC), which owns the 
land. 

But now campaigners, several of whom have since 
stepped down from the town council, have expressed 
concerns that WDDC may be looking to make a “land 
swap”, rather than a straightforward transfer, which 
they believe the new town council administration is 
less likely to approve. 

Former town councillor Lucy Campbell, who led 
the campaign in favour of the much-awaited 
skatepark for years, has publicly accused town and 
district councillor Daryl Turner of “creating block¬ 
ages” by suggesting the idea of a land swap because 
of “personal grievances” with members of the former 
town council. 

Posting on a public page on social networking site 
Facebook, Miss Campbell said: “The skatepark is po¬ 
tentially in jeopardy. From what I understand, a cer¬ 
tain district councillor has apparently engineered a 
situation whereby there needs to be a land swap in 
order for WDDC to give the land at Charmouth Road 
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to Lyme Regis Town Council. 

“There is no need for this ‘deal’ to be done. All the 
way along, WDDC officers have said that they could 
see no problem in giving the land to the town council 
at no cost, nor any need for a deal. 

“So why would this councillor create this unneces¬ 
sary situation? Because I have every reason to believe 
that if a land swap were to be proposed, the new town 
council are unlikely to agree to it, meaning that the 
project cannot go ahead. 

'Betraying interests of our young people' 

“Why would he want the project to fail? I’ve been 
told it’s because he has personal grievances with my¬ 
self and a few others who were involved in working 
on the project... If this is true, then this councillor is 
betraying the interests of our young people and all the 
many local residents who have put a lot of time, effort 
and money into the project over the years.” 

The post sparked a heated and passionate debate on 
Facebook, in which former councillors also expressed 
concerns that Councillor Turner had recently re¬ 
quested that all the town council’s major projects, in¬ 
cluding the skatepark, be put on hold and be given 
further consideration by the new council. 

Following a request from Councillor Turner, an item 
was placed on last week’s full council agenda asking 
members to consider the council’s ongoing projects 
and issues - including the skatepark, refurbishment of 
the Anning Road play park and several others - and 
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whether they would like 
to suspend or terminate 
any. 

The town clerk’s report 
warned members that, in 
the cases of some projects 
including the skatepark, 
play park and work to sta¬ 
bilise Monmouth Beach 
and Ware Cliff, the coun¬ 
cil had contractual obli¬ 
gations to continue with 
these and terminating 
them would result in fi¬ 
nancial loss and reputa¬ 
tional damage. 

Councillor Turner ar¬ 
gued that some of the proj 
mouth Beach, had been 
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council without any public consultation and said they 
“need to be looked at quite deeply”. 

Commenting on the town clerk’s warning of repu¬ 
tational damage, he added: “I don’t need to remind 
members of the poor reputation this council already 
has in the town, neighbouring parishes and nation¬ 
ally... It can’t get any worse.” 

Councillor Turner’s sister, Councillor Cheryl 
Reynolds - another staunch supporter of the skatepark 
and play park projects - argued strongly against his 
suggestion that they be put on hold. 

“The skatepark and play park have been decided on 
and paid for. I can’t believe this council could go back 
on that,” she said. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis also argued that they 
could not go back on projects which they already had 
contractual obligations to complete. 

“We are not a new council. We have new members

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NatWest confirms Lyme branch 
will close down this September 


THE Lyme Regis branch of NatWest is set to close 
down after the summer. 

The Royal Bank of Scotland (RBS) this week con¬ 
firmed it was planning to close its NatWest branch in 
Broad Street on September 4th. The closure will leave 
just one high street bank in the town - Lloyds - fol¬ 
lowing the recent closure of HSBC, and another 
prime town centre premises vacant. 


A statement from RBS said: “We have taken the dif¬ 
ficult decision to close the NatWest Lyme Regis 
branch on the September 4th 2015. We will ensure 
there are a number of alternative ways for people in 
the area to continue to bank with us.” 

It added that customers would be able to check their 
balance, deposit and withdraw funds at the nearby 
post office in Broad Street, where business customers

but we are continuing the work that was already de¬ 
cided on,” she added. 

Newly-elected mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, 
said it was not about “going back on things” but about 
making sure all new councillors fully understood 
everything that the council was working on. He sug¬ 
gested discussing the projects and anything else the 
council wanted to achieve over the next four years in 
a private working group, so members could “ask any¬ 
thing they wanted”. 

Councillor Anita Williams argued against the dis¬ 
cussion being held in private, commenting: “If we are 
going to get rid of some of these things, the public 
have the right to know and have their say.” 

New councillor Derek Hallett said he had received 
several complaints regarding the skatepark from res¬ 
idents who said it was “a waste of time and space” 
and that the council should have sought match-fund¬ 
ing for it, rather than covering the full £150,000 cost 
itself. 

Councillor Reynolds pointed out how much money 
had been raised by the public for both the skatepark 
and the play park projects, adding that match-funding 
was also sought for the play park. 

“You can’t just take that money back, you will have 
a riot on your hands,” she added. 

Councillor Hallett later argued that he had not said 
he was not in favour of either project. 

Town clerk John Wright told councillors it was 
common practise not to overturn all decisions of a 
previous administration, and encouraged members in¬ 



stead to consider whether they wanted to continue 
with suggested projects which the council had no con¬ 
tractual obligations for, such as the redevelopment of 
Langmoor and Lister Gardens, and to consider other 
things it wanted to achieve in the next four years. 

Councillor Williams continued: “I think we have 
heard the passion of the people involved in these proj¬ 
ects and most of them have similar people behind 
them. It’s not for us to cancel them just because we 
don’t like what previous members did. 

“Stopping the skatepark and play park is unthink¬ 
able and real slap in the face to all those who have 
worked on these projects and the children involved.” 

Councillor Reynolds added: “The money has been 
given, you can’t take it away.” 

Councillor Turner said that the transfer of land from 
WDDC for the skatepark was a “stumbling block” as 
the authority would lose £20,000 a year if it gave the 
land up for free. 

“Naturally they don’t want to lose anymore money. 
This probably should have been looked at a couple of 
years ago,” he continued. 

The town clerk said he had been trying to hold dis¬ 
cussions with West Dorset for some time and was 
meeting officers next week to discuss the transfer of 
land ahead of the district’s Executive Committee 
meeting on June 16th, when a final decision was ex¬ 
pected to be made. 

It was eventually agreed to form a private working 
group open to all councillors to discuss full details of 
all major projects and decide what the council wants 
to look at over the next four years, but the council 
would keep all its exist¬ 
ing contractual obliga¬ 
tions, which includes the 
skatepark and play park 
projects.

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would also be able to get coinage. It also pointed out 
that there were other free-to-use ATMs within a short 
distance of the branch. 

The statement continued: “The number of transac¬ 
tions taking place at NatWest Lyme Regis branch has 
dropped by 14 per cent since 2011 and only 53 cus¬ 
tomers use the branch on a regular weekly basis. 
Twenty-five of these customers already use other 
branches in the area. 

“We are writing to all of our customers who use the 
branch well in advance of the closure date, and will 
also display posters in the branch throughout this pe¬ 
riod of time. We will work hard to engage with all of 
our customers, local businesses and the wider local 
community between now and the closure date to en¬ 
sure they are aware of the alternative ways of access¬ 
ing their banking with us in the local area, and to 
answer any questions they might have. 

“We are committed to following the UK govern¬ 
ment protocol on branch closures, and we have made 
the decision following careful consideration of a wide 
range of factors including branch usage and the alter¬ 
native ways our customers can bank with us locally. 

“There are now more ways of banking with us than 
ever before, and as a result our customers are increas¬ 
ingly using alternative ways of banking with us. 

Decision not taken lightly 

“Across our network, branch transactions have de¬ 
clined by around 36 per cent since 2010 whilst online 
and mobile transactions have grown by more than 300 
per cent, and only nine per cent of our total transac¬ 
tions are now undertaken in our branches in compar¬ 
ison to 25 per cent in 2010. 

“The decision to close a branch is never taken 
lightly, but we have to respond to these changes. 

“We do understand that some people do not want to 
use our online or mobile phone facilities and would 
prefer face-to-face banking. Our branch network will 
remain the cornerstone of our service to customers 
and we will continue to have the second largest 
branch network in the UK. We also have the largest 
mobile bank fleet in the UK, and we have invested 
heavily in providing banking services in the 11,500 
post office outlets. 

“Eighty per cent of our customers in the UK are 
within three miles of a RB S/Nat West branch and if 
post office branches are included 90 per cent of our 
customers are within one mile of somewhere they can 
do their banking face-to-face. In addition to this, we 
have the largest free to use ATM network in the UK. 

“We are investing over £1 billion over the next few 
years to give customers greater choice in how they 
bank with us, such as improving our online and mo¬ 
bile banking. As part of this, we are investing 
£231million in 2015 alone to upgrade nearly 500 
branches across the UK.”

Town council refuses to share 
correspondence with district 
and county representatives 


TOWN, district and county councillor Daryl 
Turner has failed in an attempt to change Lyme 
Regis Town Council’s standing orders to ensure he 
is copied in on correspondence between the three 
authorities. 

Councillor Turner argued in favour of changing 
recently-revised standing order 29b back to its 
original wording, which stated that local district 
and county councillors should be copied in on all 
correspondence between the town, district and 
county council officers. 

Before the election, the former town council 
changed this, instead offering regular meetings be¬ 
tween local district and county councillors, the 
mayor, chairman of the Strategy & Policy Com¬ 
mittee and town clerk to keep them up to date. 

Councillor Turner refused to take up these meet¬ 
ings and argued that the original standing order 
should be reinstated so he could be kept fully in¬ 
formed with matters the town council was working 
on. 

The argument split the new town council at last 
week’s meeting when Councillor Turner, who has 
also been sitting on the town council since the May 
7th elections, told members that officer/member 
protocol at both district and county level advised 
that councillors should be kept fully informed and 
should liaise with parish and town councils within 
their ward. 

Councillor Anita Williams argued that the town 
council was an “independent, sovereign council” 
that had the right to make decisions without in¬ 
volving the district or county authorities. 

She added that it was not in the town’s best in¬ 
terests to copy district or county councillors into 
all correspondence, especially anything regarding

sensitive, commercial matters or matters in which 
the town council was in negotiation with the dis¬ 
trict or county. 

“Commercially, you don’t do your negotiations 
in public,” she said. 

Councillor Williams also pointed out that with 
Councillor Turner now serving on all three author¬ 
ities he would already be aware of everything that 
was going on. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis, however, backed 
Councillor Turner, saying she would like the stand¬ 
ing order to be put back in place as having input 
from district and county councillors could be help¬ 
ful in decision-making. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, said he 
wanted “everyone to be open with each other 
around this table” but agreed there were times 
when it would not be beneficial to copy district and 
county councillors in on correspondence. 

Councillor Williams suggested that if they did 
agree to copy district and county councillors in on 
correspondence, they could delegate authority to 
the town clerk to decide when information was 
commercially sensitive. 

Councillor Turner argued: “Then we would be 
back in the exact position we are in now.” 

Members then took a vote on the matter with 
Councillor Turner’s proposition failing on the cast¬ 
ing vote of the mayor.

WE WILL REMEMBER THEM 


CONTINUING our series marking the 100th anniversaries of the deaths of all men from Lyme 
Regis and the surrounding area who were killed during the First World War, we remember 
Charles Joseph Ball, who married Lyme girl Annie Curtis. Thanks to Vernon Rattenbury of the 
Royal British Legion Lyme Regis branch for the research. 


CHARLES JOSEPH BALL 

Leading Stoker, Royal Navy 
Service No. 310258 

Born January 1st 1887 in Wrington, Somer¬ 
set, and died May 27th 1915 on HMS Majestic 

Charles Ball, a farm labourer from Somerset, 
joined the Royal Navy in 1906. Up until The First 
World War, he had mainly served on ships in the 
Home Fleet and had married Annie Curtis at Lyme 
Regis in December 1913. 

In February 1914 he was drafted to the battle¬ 
ship, HMS Majestic at Devonport. 

In early 1915 HMS Majestic was involved in es¬ 
corting Canadian troop convoys and in took part 
in the bombardment of the Belgium coast while 
serving with the Channel Fleet. Later that month, 


she was sent to the Mediterranean and took part in 
the Dardanelles bombardments. 

On May 27th 1915 she was torpedoed twice by 
the German submarine U21 during a bombard¬ 
ment of Gaba Tepe, Gallipoli. She rolled to port, 
turned upside down and sank in less than 30 min¬ 
utes with the loss of 50 men. 

Son of Joseph and Jane Ball of Widcombe, Bath, 
husband of Annie Ball (nee Curtis) of 24 Sher¬ 
borne Lane, Lyme Regis. 

He is commemorated on the Plymouth Naval 
Memorial, panel six and also on the Lyme Regis 
war memorials in the parish church and in the 
town as well as on the war memorials at both Wid¬ 
combe and Bath. His name is also recorded on the 
Somerset County Roll of Honour. 


Chalet owners to play'positive role'in 
council's review of Monmouth Beach 


MORE than 100 members of the Lyme Regis Day 
Hut, Caravan and Chalet Owners’ Association at¬ 
tended their annual general meeting to hear updates 
on the current situation at Monmouth Beach. 

In 2012 a landslip caused the collapse and subse¬ 
quent loss of some 13 chalets, as well as damaging a 
further 11 chalets on Monmouth Beach. Lyme Regis 
Town Council has successfully achieved planning 
consent to replace these 11, subject to certain condi¬ 
tions, all of which have now been met and it is hoped 
they will be put in place this year. 

A report on current issues was given by association 
chairman Roger Cooke and Robbie Ross, followed 
by comments from town clerk John Wright. The 
meeting considered the importance of a review of the 
whole Monmouth Beach and Ware Cliff caravan and 
chalet site to be conducted by the town council, and 
Mr Wright assured members that they would be in¬ 
volved in this process. 

Mr Cooke thanked the council for work that had 
been carried out over the winter to ensure the contin¬ 


ued stability of the Ware Cliff Road and Bowling 
Green sections of the site. He hoped that these works 
would ensure that some caravan and chalet sites cur¬ 
rently unlicensed could be brought back into use. 

Philip Rushforth, vice-chairman, emphasised that 
the association would seek to play a positive role in 
the coming review, and would be producing a back¬ 
ground note on the historical significance of the cur¬ 
rent park site and its key role over the past half 
century in adding to the charm of Lyme Regis, while 
also providing more than 25 per cent of the town 
council’s annual income in site licences. 

He said that the association would be discussing 
with local partners and the Lyme Regis museum, how 
the vibrant life and development of the Monmouth 
Beach area might be presented to other local residents 
and visitors. 

Officers and committee were elected for the coming 
year, with Roger Cooke continuing as chairman, and 
the accounts were approved.

I F there was going to be 
an issue which split the 
new council it was al¬ 
ways going to be Lyme’s 
controversial skatepark 
project. And so it has 
proved.

I am not opposed to the 
skatepark and never have been. 
My only grouse has been the 
manner in which it has been fi¬ 
nanced. 

But the last council decided to 
pay for the whole project, unlike 
every other skatepark around 
here. It was their prerogative to

The quality of debate in the Guildhall 
has declined dramatically over the 
years but in recent times there has 
been a growing feeling that many of 
the decisions made by councillors 
have been agreed before they set foot 
inside the chamber. 


O I’M pleased to see that 
greater effort is being put into 
ensuring a good attendance at 
the mayor’s annual civic serv¬ 
ice. 

The service is held after a 
mayor is elected to office and 
used to be one of the town’s 
most significant civic occasions 
with a full turn-out of local or¬ 
ganisations, similar to that on 
Remembrance Day.

In the past all councillors 
were expected to attend such 
events and, on Owen’s instruc¬ 
tions, council staff have issued 
personal invitations to all 
groups and community leaders 
in the town. All residents and 
visitors are welcome as well.

Public First continue campaign 
against district's cabinet system 


■ WE’D like to thank the stand-helpers at Public First’s 
Bridport stand on May 20th, and the public for having 
achieved another 200 signatures for the petition towards 
triggering a referendum under the Localism Act 2011 to 
convert West Dorset District Council back from a cabi¬ 
net system of governance to the broader-based commit- 
tee’system. We’re now over half-way to our target for 
greater democracy. 

Public First is a non-party-political association believ¬ 
ing in a fair representation of views of all the councillors 
we’ve all elected on May 7th. Unfortunately, there were 
no Independent councillors elected, and it’s now been 
confirmed that the cabinet structure stays for the coming 
year. This means that the 45 per cent of the votes that 
went to the leading party, gives them right to form a one- 
party cabinet, which they’ve done. 

This diminishes the number of brains, the discussion 
and points of view from the pool of the other 35 elected 
councillors (including most in the leading party) who 


aren’t in the cabinet, and also excludes any Bridport and 
Dorchester councillors from the cabinet. 

Thankfully the Localism Act of 2011 now offers a way 
out of this unbalanced and non-rational situation, be¬ 
cause, with the signatures of five per cent of the West 
Dorset electorate, the public can trigger a referendum 
on reverting to the more inclusive committee system 
that was run prior to 2007. 

We’ll be collecting more signatures in June and July 
at various venues, including South Street, Dorchester, 
on Saturday, June 20th and Bucky Doo Square, Brid¬ 
port, on Saturday, June 27th.

New Elizabethan 
Singers concert 

THE New Elizabethan Singers will perform a concert of 
three contrasting works on Saturday, June 6 th in the 
United Church, East St. Bridport, starting at 7.30 pm. 

Antonin Dvorak is probably best known for his "New 
World Symphony"but his"Mass in D major" was written 
in 1887 for the dedication of a new chapel in Bohemia. 
It's everything you would expect from a late Romantic 
composer who followed on from Mendelssohn and 
Brahms. 

Leonard Bernstein of course wrote "West Side Story" 
but he was also commissioned to write "The Chichester 
Psalms" by the Dean of Chichester Cathedral in 1965. 
Being thrifty, he adapted pieces that had been origi¬ 
nally intended for West Side Story and another planned 
musical, and added some Hebrew Psalms. The 23rd 
Psalm, sung by a boy treble as though a young David, 
will undoubtedly bring a lump to the throat of both au¬ 
dience and choir alike. 

Well-known for Christmas carols, John Rutter's "Gloria", 
written in 1974 for an American choir, was his first ex¬ 
tended composition but remains one of his most pop¬ 
ular works.

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Drivers not aware of impending changes to 
scrapping of driving licence counterpart in June 


THE Institute of Advanced Mo¬ 
torists (1AM) is warning people to 
be aware of the changes that will 
take effect in just over two weeks' 
time as the paper counterpart for 
the driving licence is scrapped. 

As was the case with the aboli¬ 
tion of the paper tax disc last Oc¬ 
tober, the 1AM fear many people 
are still confused or unaware of the 
implications of the scrapping of 
the paper counterpart on 8 June. 

The counterpart was introduced 
alongside the photo card driving 
licence in 

1998 to include details that 
could not be included on the card 
itself, such as any endorsements 
and which category of vehicles 
you are entitled to drive. 

However this information will 
now be stored electronically and 
not be shown on any written doc¬ 
umentation you will have. These 
details can be only be obtained via 
the DVLA driver record system, 
and be checked online (reference 
1) or in writing by post. 

As of 8 June the paper counter¬ 
part, or an old-style paper driving 
licence cannot be relied upon to 
carry correct or-up-to-date infor¬ 
mation about endorsements or 
categories of vehicle someone can 
drive. 

The counterpart will carry no 
legal status, and the DVLA recom¬ 
mends you destroy it after 8 June. 

What is also changing is the pro¬ 
cedure if you have to surrender 
your driving licence to a court in 
the event of an endorsement. The 


court will take your photocard and 
if you include the paper counter¬ 
part with your submission, the 
photocard will be returned to you 
but the counterpart will not. 

You will be expected to pay your 
fine in the normal way however. 

Another change is how to pro¬ 
vide proof of your driving record 
to an employer or car hire firm, as 
your photocard or paper licence 
will not be enough in itself any 
more. 

You will need to 
access the DVLA's 
Share Driving Li¬ 
cence service, 
which as of Tues¬ 
day (19 May) is 
now up and run¬ 
ning (reference 1 
again). 

You will be ex¬ 
pected to access 
the details yourself 
and print those off 
for submission to a 
car hire firm or 
employer. Or you 
can call the DVLA 
and give a third 
party permission 
to check your driv¬ 
ing record ver¬ 
bally. 

If you are hiring a 
vehicle, it is impor¬ 
tant to check with 
the car hire firm 
beforehand what 
information they 
need. Other than 


downloading the information as 
detailed above, you can also ob¬ 
tain a special code from 
www.gov.uk which allows the hire 
firm access to your record for 72 
hours to make the necessary 
checks. This applies to both hold¬ 
ers of photocard and paper li¬ 
cences. 

Sarah Sillars, 1AM chief executive 
officer, said: "People are not aware 
of how many of the current proce¬ 


dures are changing. Similar to the 
abolition of the tax disc, they as¬ 
sume much of what has happened 
before will continue. 

"The onus is very much on the 
individual to obtain the informa¬ 
tion they need beforehand. So we 
very much hope people will not 
be caught unawares, especially if 
they don't want a nasty surprise 
when arriving to collect their car at 
the start of their holiday."
